And from the east, 
the Russian bear, after his long hi- 
bernation, has emerged strcng and 
fully equipped, and is hearin: down 
against the ill-prepared enemy. The 
‘eginning of the end is not far dis- 
tant, if it has not already come. 

Facing such a_ situation on all 
sides, the kaiser closes down the 
door of the cyclone cellar, bolts the 
doors, and confides to his battered 
and shivering friends that they have 
won a great yictory.

WINS KILLAM SUIT 


| An important action, brought by 
,the medical council for the province 
‘of Alberta, was heard Monday ‘in 
(the Eula Hall, Killam, by R.N.W.M. 

P. Magistrate G. L. Jennings. The 
defendant was Charles McFadden, oj 
Killam, charged with practicing med- 
iciae, surgery, homeopathy, etc., in 
that district, he not being registered 
|pursudnt to the Medical Profcss.on 
jAct of the province of Alberta. C. 
RF. Newell, K.C.,, appeared for ths 
| brosecution. 

Many witnesses appeared for the 
pros2cution, and testified that  e- 
jtween December and May last  théy 
had been in the hands of defendant, 
and had been diagnosed or treated 
by him for various’ ajlments, such 
as varicoSe veins, eye trouble, obes- 
ity, pneumonia, measles, etc., and 
‘the accused had examined applicants 
for the Oddfellows and kindred  or- 
ders for membership and insurazce 
benefits. . Dr. Richard p, Duggan the 
jlocal practitioner, was also called. 

Mr. McFadden, is known locally as 
the ‘‘drugless physician” and while 
in most cases this was borne out by 
the witnesses, it was adduced in ot- 
hers that certain medicines had jeen 
either prescribed for, procured or sug 
gested by the accused. A, year ago, 
the medical council made g_ similar 
charge against Mr. McFadden, put 
jhe was acquitted.
